BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (U P I)- 
The Rev. James J. Reeb, a 
white Boston Unitarian minister 
whose “complete love for his 
fellow man led him to this 
tragic

destined to become a martyr of 
the Negro civil rights drive.

said Reeb “now joins the ranks 
of those martyred heroes who 
have died in the struggle for 
freedom and human dignity."

College Trustees Clash 
Over Details Of Building 


Trustee Elizabeth M. Deedy 
last night asked that some mem­ 
bers of the Marin Junior Col­ 
lege District building planning 
committee be removed from the 
committee for trying to “ impose 
their own personal tastes” 
in 
construction details. 
This came during a series of 
exchanges between Mrs. Deedy 
and trustee Kent 0. Seymour 
during discussion at the board’s 
meeting of details of building 
projects. 
The flareup began in discus­ 
sion of a change order on walk­ 
way covering at the new gym­ 
nasium. It continued over such 
items as signs, drapes and fin­ 
ally ash trays. 
The cost of the change order 
at the gymnasium was estim at­ 
ed at $1,825.50. It was to re­ 
place loose gravel with a more 
permanent m aterial. 
Seymour said he believed the 
same job could be done about 
$500 cheaper 
by 
another con 
tractor with concrete. Trustee 
Robert E. Rogers said he, too, 
thought the estim ate too high. 
Business M anager Norman Bird 
agreed. 
But Mrs. Deedy argued that 
the walkway, for technical rea­ 
sons, could not be covered with 
concrete. 
Seymour said the contractor 
may be trying to make up for 
earlier 
construction 
l o s s e s 
through change orders. 
Upshot was decision 
to 
ask 
other contractors for prices be­ 
fore taking action. 
The change order also includ­ 
ed 
moving 
aluminum 
letters 
identifying the gymnasium from 
a special planted riser to the 
wall of the building. 
Mrs. Deedy said the letters a«

1 Should Juvenile Court 
A 
Be In Open Like Adult? 


Opinion is divided among Tamalpais 
High School students on whether or 
not 16-year-olds who commit felonies 
should be tried in open court like 
adults, according to a poll conducted 
on the campus. 
The same split in opinion exists in 
adult society. The group which favors 
open court for juveniles would argue 
that publicity pinpoints the violators, 
thus protecting the reputation of inno­ 
cent teen-agers, and would serve as a 
deterrent to crime. 
Those opposed to publicizing crimes 
by 16-year-olds reply that publicity is 
not a crime deterrent. In fact, it may 
have the adverse effect of making 
“heroes" of the headline-seeking juve­ 
nile. 
And 
juvenile 
first 
offenders 
should not be stigmatized for life by 
one transgression. 
This long-standing argument both 
for and against has been brought to a 
head in a bill (AB 187) introduced by 
Assemblyman Leroy F. Greene, D-Sac- 
ramento, and Nicholas G. Petris, D- 
Oakland. 
This measure provides that anyone 
over 16 years of age who is charged 
with a felony will be tried in o p e n 
court. 
The I-J has consistently stuck to the 
policy of withholding the identity of 
those under 18, except for those who 
commit serious crimes. 
The Greene-Petris bill would limit 


open courts to minors who are charged 
with felonies. This would still shield 
the youngster who runs afoul of the 
law for misdemeanors. 
But “felonies” cover a wide variety 
of infractions, ranging for example 
from murder and holdup to prowling 
through a neighbor’s home to steal 
some candy or raid the piggy bank. 
Because each case is different, so­ 
ciety has tended to shield juveniles un­ 
der 18, even for commission of some 
felonious acts. 
We still don’t know whether open­ 
ing all felony hearings for 16-year-olds 
and up would be the wise thing to do. 
But we are sure that society is fast 
becoming impatient with daily head­ 
lines that report killings, beatings, and 
serious acts of vandalism by y o u n g 
teen-agers. 
Whether or not the Greene-Petris 
bill will pass the Legislature is ques- 
itonable. However, if there is anything 
that can tip the scale in favor of its 
passage, it would be continued crimes 
of violence or a wave of atrocities by 
juveniles that could shock the public 
into demanding stiffer measures. 
We would hope that parents and 
teen-agers will act discreetly and not 
give such a bill as AB 187 any more 
impetus than it already has. 
We hope the younger generation 
realizes that public patience is almost 
at the breaking point.

WASHINGTON - President 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s message 
on the sad state of law en­ 
forcement and law observance 
has many purposes, but its 
most important is this: 
To create a massive, nation­ 
wide, public anti-crime wave. 
The president’s appeal is 
that, while it is necessary to 
strengthen the means of en­ 
forcement, it is crucial to 
strengthen the will for law 
observance. 


THIS IS WHY Johnson put 
it as his foremost goal to 
“ arrest and reverse the trend 
toward lawlessness.” 
This is why he put the role 
of the individual citizen as the 
first ingredient of progress. 
“The 
starting 
point,” 
he 
said, “ is the individual citi­ 
zen . . . the people will get 
observance of law and enforce­ 
ment of the law if they want 
it, insist on it, and participate 
in it.” 


OBVIOUSLY, the president 
seeks better law enforcement 
at every level of government. 
But those who are familiar 
with his thinking know that, 
above all, he hopes to generate 
an anti-crime crusade by civic 
groups — chambers of com­ 
merce, Rotary, P-TA, league 
of women voters, NAACP—in 
every community of the coun­ 
try. 
The objective is individual 
awareness, 
individual 
alert­ 
ness, and individual participa­ 
tion in a voluntary commit­ 
ment to do something about it. 
The rising rate of crime in 
the U. S. is ominous and dis­ 
maying. It is getting worse, 
not better. 


THE FEDERAL Bureau of 
Investigation reports that more 
than 
2 25 
million 
serious 
crimes occurred last year, a 
10 per cent increase over the 
previous year. 
The increase was 3 per cent 
greater 
in 
suburban 
areas 
than in the more heavily popu­ 
lated areas. 
Crimes committed by juve­ 
niles are rising more rapidly 
than 
crimes committed 
by 


adults. More than 40 per cent 
of 
all 
arrests 
for 
serious 
crimes involve people under 
18. 


THE ONE STATISTIC which 
sums it all up was used by 
President Johnson: Since 1940 
the crime rate in the U. S. has 
doubled; it has increased five 
times as fast as the population 
increase since 1958. 
The president does not over­ 
look the need to attack the 
problem at its roots by com­ 
bating poverty and improving 
education, health, housing and 
recreation. 
But 
he 
rightly 
warns that “crime will not 
wait while we attempt to pull 
it up by its roots.” 
The president of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Assn., Lewis F. Pow­ 
ell Jr. of Richmond, Va., has 
been making the same point. 


“WE CAN’T AWAIT the mil- 
lenium when crime will wither 
away because its underlying 
causes are removed,” he said 
recently. “We must act now to 
protect decent citizens from 
criminal molestation of their 
persons and property.” 
To fail to do so is to invite 
a breakdown of the first duty 
of government. 
The way crime has been in­ 
creasing year after year sug­ 
gests that we arc much nearer 
to such a breakdown than 
many realize. 


IT IS TO AVERT such a 
calamity that President John­ 
son is seeking to strengthen 
the social 
instinct for law 
observance. 
Public apathy and public un­ 
willingness to become involved 
—these are actual deterrents 
to law enforcement. 
The president is acting to 
reverse this apathetic tide of 
public opinion and create in 
its place a kind of public anti­ 
crime wave which will nourish 
law observance and aid law 
enforcement. 
What the president is ask­ 
ing is that every citizen, every 
civic leader, every civic group 
aid in making law observance 
the most compelling instinct of 
the nation.

EACH ARMED with 16 latest- 
model Polaris nuclear mis­

While eager to get the addi­ 
tional F-105 attack fighters 
and jet bombers, the Air Force 
is ired over the tight controls 
on their use. 
On direct instructions from

barred in air strikes against 
North Viet Nam targets. Only 
so-called 
“ iron” 
(explosive) 
bombs are permitted in these 
attacks. 


ALSO, ALL North Viet Nam 
targets are explicitly specified 
by 
Washington 
before 
air 
strikes are approved. 
Anti-personnel and napalm 
bombs continue to be used 
against the Viet Cong in South 
Viet 
Nam. 
But 
lately 
the 
amount of napalm has been 
cut down, again on orders from 
Washington. 
In all these Important deci­ 
sions, McGeorge Bundy, spe­ 
cial foreign affairs adviser to 
the president, is playing a key 
role. His backstage influence 
now exceeds that of Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk. 
Bundy 
spent several days in South 
Viet Nam last month confer­ 
ring with Ambassador Taylor 
and other high officials. 


INTELLIGENCE reports that 
in recent months there have 
been a number of clashes, 
some of considerable size, be­ 
tween Mongolian and Red Chi­ 
nese forces.

Last week he said, 
“ It does seem to me that the 
American people could bring 
themselves to travel within the 
United States and spare the 
sophisticated debauchery and 
artistic 
pocket - picking 
of 
Paris, at least for a year or 
so. Is the patriotism and en­ 
lightened self-interest of our 
people 
so 
superficial, 
they 
cannot, just this year, go to 
Las Vegas instead of Monte 
Carlo, or New Orleans instead 
of Paris, or Colorado instead 
of Switzerland, and Florida 
and 
California 
rather 
than 
Cairo? They will find they can 
do it for half the price without 
insults or shakedowns, and 
perform a real service to this 
country.” 


AS SOON AS I read the arti­ 


cle. I said to my wife, “ Well, 
it looks like we’re going to 
have to find our sophisticated

Tax Levy For County Operation 


Is Up 942 Per Cent In Marin 


LAST FRIDAY’S COLUMN men- 
tioned that taxes at the local level 
across the nation had increased 300 
per cent since World War II, which 
was twice the increase in federal 
taxes for the same period. 


WELL, IN MARIN, from 1946 47 
to 1964-65 (the current fiscal year) 
the increase has been 942 per cent. 
This is the tax levy for county 
operation alone and does not 
include cities or districts. It is 
understandable that, with ex­ 
pansion during those 18 years, 
there would be an increase in 
dollar needs. But when it is 
three times the national aver­ 
age, which in turn is twice the 
federal increase, it is time to 
think about the promises that 
were made as to efficiency, 
which was to come from the 
administrator operation. This 
department cost over three- 
quarters of a million dollars 
($784,352) since 1956-57.

Leaders of the Locust subdivis­ 
ion in Mill Valley complained 
to the city council that recent 
floods were not “ an act of God” 
as claimed by city officials, that 
their neighborhood is the step­ 
child of the city and that the 
floods were the result of official 
negligence.

THIS IS THE KIND of opera­ 
tion that makes the tax levy 
skyrocket: At the March 2 
meeting of the board of super­ 
visors, one member moved 
that “ . . . the director of public 
works, through the county ad­ 
ministrator, furnish the board 
of supervisors with an analy­ 
sis of the county building 
codes . . . insofar as adequacy 
against earth movement . . . 
in areas where earth has been 
filled, and to submit this analy­ 
sis in approximately 30 days.” 
Now. this is using the time 
of a $20,000-a-year administra­ 
tor to convey a request and to 
reconvey the answer. 
This, 
usually, requires a letter from 
the administrator to the de­ 
partment of public works and 
a return letter with a report 
from the department of public 
works to the administrator and 
then a written report, with, 
undoubtedly, an oral supple­ 
mentation to the board by the 
administrator. 
I checked with an observer 
in the audience and find that 
the director of public works 
was present at the meeting. 
He could have been requested 
directly and then could have 
reported directly in 30 days. 
The high price of maintaining 
a posture.

Senate late yesterday called the 
meeting after the university 
Board of Regents announced 
they would meet tomorrow for a 
showdown on the long-running 
campus furor. 
Regents 
Chairman 
Edward 
W. Carter summoned the 24- 
member board into special ses­ 
sion in the wake of the resigna­ 
tions and a legislator’s com­ 
plaint that a “ state of anarchy” 
exists on the Berkeley campus. 
Carter also said regents would 
di^puss 
“ appropriate 
control 
over student conduct” and prob­ 
lems relating to principal uni­ 
versity officers. 


Faculty members, who were 
to meet Monday, apparently 
moved up their session to get on 
record before the regents met. 


The “ problems” referred to 
by Carter exploded Tuesday 
when Kerr and Meyerson — 
without prior notice — resigned. 


Their resignations culminated 
more than six months of contro­ 
versy on the Berkeley campus, 
where 27,000 students attend. 


Kerr, 53, head of the universi­ 
ty’s nine campuses for the past 
seven years, and Meyerson, 42, 
indicated they had taken their 
“ dramatic step” in response to 
recent “ obscenity” rallies which 
Kerr said perverted freedom 
into “ license for hard-core por­ 
nography,” and the reaction by 
the regents. 


Kerr in a statement Wednes­ 
day implied the regents, faculty 
and students all were at fault.

California Cattle 


Slaughter Declines 
WASHINGTON W-The Agri­ 
culture Department reports that 
feeding of beef cattle and calves 
for the quality slaughter mar­ 
ket on March 1 was only slightly 
above a year earlier in Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Nebraska 
and Texas. 
The number this year totaled 
2.930.000 head compared with 
2.926.000 one year earlier. There 
was a 13 per cent decline in Cal­ 
ifornia and a 7 per cent decline 
in Arizona. Colorado showed an 
increase of 8 per cent, Nebraska 
9 and Texas 1.

San Rafael 
Rec Budget 
Increases 


A proposed budget for 1965-66 
of $269.342, or $53,730 more than 
last year, was approved by the 
San Rafael Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Commission Wednesday 
night for submission to the city 
council. 
The commission approved a | 
$186.856 budget for parks and 
$82.486 for the recreation pro­ 
gram, according to Joseph D. 
Rodota, recreation director. 
The proposed budget for parks 
includes $109.000 for three major 
capital improvement projects. 
Forty thousand dollars of the 
allocation will be carried over 
from the present budget. 
The capital improvement proj­ 
ects are design and develop­ 
ment of the five-acre N u n e s 
Ranch park site at the end of 
De Le Guerra Road in Terra 
Linda Valley; acquisition and 
the first phases of development 
of the 3.9-acre Monticello Road 
park site adjacent to Don Tim- 
oteo School, and development of 
the Freitas Memorial Park near 
Devon Drive between Malone 
Lane and Del Harro Road in 
Terra Linda Valley. 
The parks budget also includes 
• request for an additional gar-1 
dener for Victor Jones Park in 
Glenwood.

HOW TO PLAY 


WINNING BRIDGE 


By ALFRED SHEINWOID 


Bridge Can Be An Easy Game 
If You Use Your Aces Well 


There is no such thing as a 
brilliant play at bridge: you 
make the correct play or the 
incorrect play. 


After all, bridge is an easy 
game, and it would be boastful 
to take credit just for making 
the proper number of tricks— 
no matter how unusual a play 
you must make.

Try this for yourself with to­ 
day’s hand. You are South, and 
West leads the Jack of dia­ 
monds. 


TAKES ACE 


East takes the ace and re­ 
turns the queen. You play the 
king of diamonds, but West 
ruffs and returns the nine of 
hearts. 


Take it from there. How would 
you make this easy contract of 
four spades? After you have 
worked it out, test your friends 
with it. 


If they can’t make four spades 
you can point out that bridge is 
an easy game but may be too 
hard for certain people. Inci­ 
dentally, it’s all right to let 
them study the entire hand, 
seeing the East-West cards as 
well as the South hand and the 
dummy. 


DRAW TRUMPS 


The correct play is to draw 
three rounds of trumps after 
winning 
West’s 
heart 
return 
with the queen. 


Next lead out the king of 
hearts, capturing the jack. This 
is your first stroke of luck. 


From here on you have an 
easy time. Lead the king of 
clubs and overtake with dum­ 
my’s ace of clubs. Return the 
jack of clubs and discard the 
ace of hearts. That ace is just 
m your way. 


TRICKY DEFENSE 


West can win the third de­ 
fensive trick with his queen of 
clubs, but then he must return 
a club or a heart. 


In either case dummy can 
take the ten of clubs and the 
ten of hearts, allowing South to 
get rid of his two losing dia­ 
monds. 


It’s a good thing you don’t 
often have to make easy plays 
like this in actual play. It might 
take a week to finish one rubber. 


DAILY QUESTION 


Partner opens with two spades 
(forcing to game), and the next 
player passes. 


You hold: 
A 7 
¥ J 5 
♦ A Q 10 9 
4> 8 7 6 4 3 2 
What do you say? 
Answer: Bid three diamonds. 


You have enough strength for 
a positive response. Bid the suit 
in which you have the strength 
just in case partner needs this 
information for a slam or for a 
notrump contract.

On that date in 1790, Presi­ 
dent George Washington, Sec­ 
retary of State Thomas Jef­ 
ferson and Atty. Gen. Edmund 
Randolph 
awarded 
Samuel 
Hopkins, of Pittsford, Vt., the 
first patent for his “improve­ 
ment in the making of pot 
ash and pearl ash.“ 


Hopkins’ patent, the first of 
ZVa million granted to Ameri­ 
cans, paid tribute to his ingenu­ 
ity and industry by recognizing 
and protecting an inventor’s “ in­ 
trinsic right to profit from his 
labors.” 
A working patent office, how­ 
ever, didn’t crystalize until 1836 
when a commissioner, a chief 
clerk and “ inferior” clerk, ex­ 
am iner, machinist, two drafts­ 
men and a m essenger staffed 
modest quarters to process ap­ 
plications.
